Conditions attached to import licences issued under the 
West German Capital Goods Credit of DM 40 million for 
1981-82 

1. (i) Where the value of allocation approved bv tho 
Capital Goods Committee exceeds Ihe rupee equivalent uf 
DM 1 million (the rupee equivalent being' determined at the 
exchange rate notified by the Department of Revenue (Cus¬ 
toms J under Se.tion 15 of the Customs Act, 1962) the prior 
concurrence of the West German authorities LKreditansthlt 
for Wiederaulbau (KIW) ) to the allocation is obligatory, 
and this would he obtained by the Department of Economic 
Affairs on the basis of the project data to be supplied by the 
Indian importer in the form at Annexure-L Till such concur- 
ren from West German authorities is communicated to 
the Licensing authorities (CCl&E) by the Department of 
Economic Affairs, no import licence can be issued in favour 
of the Indian importer. 

1. (ii) The licence shall bear the supenciiplion “DM 40 
million West German Capital Goods Credit for 198L82". 
The lieen?c code for the first ar >0 second suffix will be 
“S/GN”. These will also be repeated in the CCI&E’s teller 
forwarding the import licence. 

L (iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permit¬ 
ted against the Import Licence, except bank charges which 
may be remitted through normal banking channel. Pay¬ 
ments towards Indian Agent’s commission, if any, should 
be made in Indian rupees to the agents in India. Such pay¬ 
ments however will form part of the licence value and will 
therefore be charged to the licence. 

1. (iv) The goods and related services to be procured 
under this import liccrrc can be imported from the Fcdeial 
Republic of Germany including tho Land Beilin or any 
other country. The overseas supplier is therefore free to 
procure material ct\ from a third country if found necessary, 
for the execution of the contract, 

1. (v) The minimum and the maximum amounts lor wh ; ch 
an import licence can be issued under this Credit is (he 
rupee equivalent of DM 30,000 and DM 3,000 000 respec¬ 
tively. However, in exceptional cases, the maximum limit 
can b* relaxed by the Department of Economic Afruira, 
Mm'Vry of Finance upto DM 5,000430 [rupees equivalent 
being calculated at the rate of exchange notified by tho 
Department of Revenue (Customs) which rate of exchange 
should be indicated in the import licence as per para 2 of 
Ihe PublC Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 dated 6lh June. 1974 
issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports]. 

1. fvij The import licence will be issued on CTF basis 
with as initial validity of 24 months or the* last date of 
shipment as indicated in para 2 (xii) below, whichever is less 
■’ub^ct however to the condition that the import licence will 
have a minimum vulidiy of 12 monhy from the date of 
issue. 

1. (vii) Firm orders (meaning thereby purchase order by 
the Indian Licensee on the foreign supplier supported by 


order confirmation from the latter or purchase contract duly 
signed by both the Indian importer and the foreign supplier) 
must be finalised within a period oi 4 months from, the date 
of issue of the import licence (vide para I (ix) below). 
Orders an Indian Agents of overseas suppliers ami/or order 
confirmation by 9uch Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

1. (viii) If firm orders, as explained in para 1 (vii) above, 
cannot be finalised within the Lime limit of four months-, 
the licensee should submit to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports (CC1&E), or other licensing authorities, a* 
the case may be, a proopsal seeking an extension in the 
ordering period along with justification and explanation $$ 
to why ordering could not be completed within the hutud 
validity period. Such Requests for extension in the ordering 
period will be considered on merits by the licensing authori¬ 
ties who may grant extension upto a further maximum period 
of 4 months.

In cases w r here this cannot be done the licensee 
should, of his own, approach the licensing authorities lor 
a suitable extension in the period of ordering. "Ihe autliou- 
sed dealers in foreign exchange/dcpartmcntal authorities 
concerned will exercise necessary checks to ensure that the 
licensee complies with the requhenunts of placing orders 
within 4 months. 

1. (x) In cases where firm orders have not been placed 
for the full value of the licence during the initial validiiy 
period of the licence, it will be necessary for the licensee 
to obtain the permission Of the li.ensing aulhuritie > ih the 
manner as explained in para Jfviii) above before placing 
orders against such unordcred balance value of the licence. 

-Section II Special points to be kept in view while conclud¬ 
ing purchases contracts, 

2. (i) The contract price should invariably be expressed 
in the currency of the country in which the foreign supplier 
is situated. The contract price should be firm and final and 
no provision for any escalation would be permitted. If any 
commission is payable to an Indian Agent of the ioreign 
supplier it must be distinctly shown in the contract as an 
item of cost payable in Tndian rupees in India and the net 
amount payable in the foreign supplier in foreign currency 
should therefore b c shown exclusive of .itch Indian AgentN 
commission. For the purchase of calculating the value in 
foreign exchange upto which purchase orders can be placed 
ugainst the import licen:c> the value of the import licence 
should b e computed at the rate of exchange notified by the 
Department of Revenue (Customs) under Section 15 of the 
Customs Act, 1962 and indicated in the import licence us 
per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-lTOPN)/74 dated 
6th June, 1974 issued by the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports: 

2. (ii) Supply orders should b e placed either on CIF or 
on C&F basis in the case of private seenu importers. In 
the case of public sector importers the orders should be 
placed only on C&F basis. 

2 f (iii) It should clearly be understand that the purchase 
contracts under the import licence should be placed after 
obtaining comparable bids from overseas suppliers. In this 
connection, it may he noted that the Indian importer is free 
to import from any counlry of his choice, as appjoved by 
the Capital Goods Committee of the Government of India.

(bj In the case of contracts entered into against an import 
licence whose value is the rupee equivalent of DM 1 1 million 
oi less (calculated at the exchange rale notified by the 
Department of Revenue (Customs), the approval of the 
contracts will not be specifically, intimated to the importer 
Once Lhe Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs have forwarded the contract documents to the KtW 
undci intimation to the importer, he may proceed as if 
the contract has been approved by the KfW also unless ihe 
KfW raises any objenion subsequently in which even the 
importer will be inlormed suitably. 

(c) In the case of contracts entered imo again .t an import 
licence whose value is for an amount exceeding the rupee 
equivalent of DM 1 million (calculated ai the rate of ex¬ 
change notified hy th e Department of Revenue (Customs) ), 
the approval of the KfW 1 will be first obtained by die 
Government of India, Ministry of Finance, Dcpaitmcnt of 
Economic Alfafr<\ and specifically communicated to lhe 
Indian importer and until then the contracts •-hoiild be 
treated as provisional.

2. (vii) Where contracts are placed on C&'F basis, the 
marine insurance should he taken out wirh an Indian insu¬ 
rance company and the premium should accordingly be paid 
in Indian Rupees.

2. (x) As regards transportation of goods purchased against 
the import licence, the party responsible for arranging"ship¬ 
ment of the goods under the purchase contract will be free 


to chouse the carricis. Shipment can be made from the 
country in which supplies are situated or Jroni a third 
country. 

2. txij For contracts whose value exceeds DM 1 milliun 
in the case of purchases from the Federal Republic of 
Germany including Land Berlin oi, in the case of purchases 
from other countries, for c^nljads the DM equivalent of 
w hose value exceeds DM 1 million, the pm chase contracts 
should provide for furnishing of performance gumantee by 
the foreign supplier in regard to the pei forma nee of the 
goods supplied. (In the ease of other contracts, inmcJy lor 
contracts whose value is less than the limit indicated above, 
the Indian importer is free to decide the question whether 
or not he needs a perfomiance guarantee fiom the foreign 
supplier). The form of the pcifurmancc guarantee can

Tn case it is anticipated 
that payments cannot be completed by that date, a request 
for extension with adequate justification must be made to 
the Department of Economic Affairs (Controller of Aid 
Accounts & Audit, UCO Bink Building, Parliament Street, 
New Delhi) by 30lh April, 19R5. Such requests ’will be 
considered on merits. 

2. (xiii) In the case of impurt licences whose value docs 
not exceed (he rupee equivalent of DM 1 million, the 
purchase contracts are required to he submitted by the Indian 
importer to the Department of Economic Affairs in a single 
lot.

The importers (both in the pubFc sector and piivatc sec- 
toi]s) and their bankers should specifically indicate the Bank 
selected by them out oi the nine {Mentioned in para 3(iii) 
above.
